One fatal case of yellow fever has been reported recently in Ticul, 

a small town in the interior.

Report from Veracruz — Smallpox along railway lines — Typhus fever in 

Mexico Uity. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Carter reports, April 19: 

Week ended April 18. One case of smallpox was reported, with 1 
death. The case was isolated. It is reported that smallpox is prev- 
alent on most of the lines of railroad throughout the country, and an 
order has been issued for the vaccination of all railroad employees on 
the several lines. Smallpox is very prevalent in Mexico City. 

Yellow fever work is still going on with regularity, and no new cases 
have been reported. 

A number of cases of typhus fever exist in Mexico City. There have 
been a number of deaths from the disease. Passengers coming from 
that point are being very closely inspected. The temperatures are 
being taken of all steerage passengers bound for New York and the 
Southern States.
